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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on th2 Rainfall of Western Australia for January, February, and 
March, 1921. 


January.—The month of January was extremely dry in the Tropics, and the shortage, 
whtich ranged from one to seven inches, was most serious in the Kimberley, where only two 
stations, Wyndham and Derby, recorded significant aggregates. A perusal of past records showed 
that the totals were either the lowest or amongst the lowest ever registered for the month 
of January. Less rain fell at Wyndham in January 1900 and 1912, but in both cases good 
falls occurred in February and March. At Derby the two driest Januaries were similarly fol- 
lowed, but at Broome in 1911 a January fall of 35 points was followed by very weak iebruary, 
March and April rains, while at LaGrange Bay the record for 1908 showed only two points in 
January, weak February and March totals, but a good downpour in April. It would appear 
therefore that no definite conclusions regarding following months are to be drawn from the 
fact of a large deficiency in January. 

In the North-West and West Gascoyne little or no rain fell, but over the remainder of the 
State, where dry weather is the rule at this time of the year, a large number of agricultural sta- 
tions exceeded the average as a result of thunderstorms on the 17th and 18th, while a similar 
disturbance a week later accounted for excesses at a few Goldfield localities. 


February.—The monthly rain chart drawn from the daily records showed that the rainfall 
everywhere exceeded the normal in the tropics and West-Gascoyne. Throughout the Hast 
Gascoyne, Agricultural and Coastal divisions, the excesses were not so pronounced, and here 
and there a decrease was noticeable. The Eucla and South-Eastern Goldfields indicated a 
deficit. In the Kimberley, in contradistinction to the exceptionaliy dry January, heavy 
thunderstorms, ranging from 1} to over 3 inches, were frequent, whilst the willy-willy which 
appeared off Onslow was responsible for the heavy rains which fell throughout the DeGrey, 
Fortescue, and West Gascoyne during the month. 

This storm first appeared on the weather chart as an ordinary rain-bearing disturbance. 
It gradually gained in intensity, and late on the 16th assumed willy-willy proportions. From 
Onslow it quickly traversed the coastal areas, passing Carnarvon, Shark Bay, and Geraldton 
in its Southward route, bringing heavy rain and causing extensive damage, particularly in the 
vicinity of Shark Bay. Southward from Geraldton it took a distinctly seaward track, and 
incoming vessels on the 19th and 20th were subjected to its fury. After passing round fhe 
Leeuwin it rapidly lost energy, and appeared on the chart as an ordinary depression of very 
slight intensity. 

The gaugings from inland stations show that the effects of the disturbance were really 
confined to coastal areas ; and although fair registrations were effected over the Midland Railway 
and Southern agricultural country, the far inland portions of the Wheat Belt and Coolgardie 
goldfields were not favoured to any extent. Over a narrow strip of country between Trayning 
and Cunderdin, however, heavy rain fell on the night of the 21st, fences being washed away, 
roads damaged, and heaps of debris left by the receding waters. The unsettled oppressive 
conditions were also responsible for an exceptionally heavy local downpour at Narrogin on the 
22nd, which caused much damage and inconvenience to the railway system at that centre. 


March.—The outstanding feature of the March rainfall was the substantial totals recorded 
over the greater part of the Tropics. : 

In the &imberley heavy falls were of daily occurrence during the first eight days, while 
useful rains also extended to the North-West. 

A fine spell then intervened until the 16th, when thundershowers re-appeared. The weather 
became more unsettled during the next few days, and on the 20th heavy rain fell at most of 
the North West stations. On the following day the rain-bearing disturbance was apparent in 
the form of a closed cyclone off North West Cape, which, in its southward movement, brought 
practically the only rains that visited the Southern portions of the State. West and South- 
West Coastal areas were chietly affected, many falls of 2 to 3 inches being recorded, the monthly 
averages being, in consequence, generally exceeded. Much lighter registrations were met with 
over the Murchison and Agricultural areas, where the totals for the month were decidedly below 
normal, while the Coolgardie Goldfields recorded no rain at all until the end of the month, when 
some trivial showers occurred. The Southern half of the West Gascoyne experienced a normally 
dry month, but the Northern portions shared in the excess that marked the greater part of the 
Tropics. These were most apparent in the East and West Kimberleys, where the variations 
ranged from 2} to 63 inches above the average, and up t@ 3 inches in the Pilbara ; but the totals 
at Wyndham and Nullagine, and at Coastal localities between Port Hedland and Wallal, were 
somewhat in defect.
